Gordon'* infantry veteran* followed. 
Meanwhile the Confederate guns open- 
ed upon both ridges, and Ramteur'* 
Infantry brigades marched to the as- 
sault In front. 
Under cover of Mc- 


Caualand'* flank attack and Ramaeur's 
at the bridges Gordon formed'his men 
In two lines, parallel to the railroad 
and pike, with the left resting on the 
river, facing Rlcketts' flank. During 
theae movements the Confederate bat- 
teries rained shots upon the block- 
house and the guards at the bridges 
and could not be silenced by the lire 
of a half dozen guns.

Twice they drove 
Gordon's men from captured ground. 
Part of the fighting was along a rivu- 
let feeding the Monocacy, and so fierce 
was the struggle that its water was 
dyed with the blood. With Ricketfs 
occupied in holding off Gordon on the 
south, Ramseur's men met with faint 
opposition along the river. They car- 
ried the railroad and pike bridges, and 
a battery galloped across to open flre 
on the rear of Iticketts' line. 
That 


ended hope for Wallace. 


The loss in Wallace's ranks was 


about 700 killed and wounded and dou- 
ble that number missing.

At the last annual lesaiou of the New 


lork state grange a resolution was 
adopted to appropriate from the state 
grange funds $200 annually for four 
scholarships, to be given to members 
of the Order, In any of the agricul- 
tural courses at Cornell university. A 
similar movement, looking to the edu- 
cational Interests of farmers' sons and 
daughters, bag been instituted in New 
Hampshire also. 
Beginning with the 


opening Of tue college year, Sept. 7, 
1904, each subordinate and Pomona 
'grange In New Hampshire will have 
the privilege of appointing one student 
annually to a free scholarship In any 
of the four year or two year courses 
In the college, each appointment to 
be good for four years If in a four 
year course, or for two years if In a 
two year course. 
Students holding 


these scholarships will be relieved 
from paying the annual tuition fee of 
$00, but will not be relieved from 
payment of incidental or other fees. 
Women may hold these scholarships 
on the lame terms as men. The 
method of appointment Is entirely at 
the option of the grange. It may be by 
election, competitive examination 
or 


otherwise. 


These scholarship appropriations we 


quite in line with the avowed purpose 
of the grange to help the farmer and 
his family. In those states where 
funds will permit, we doubt If more 
practicable good can be accomplished 
with an appropriation of $200 to $500 
than In this manner. It is expected 
that these scholarships In New York 
itate are to be awarded as the result 
of competition between granges. The 
following plans have been suggested 
and seem likely to be adopted in their 
essential features: 


First.—Scholarship to he awarded to 


the county showing the largest per- 
centage iricrease in membership dur- 
ing the year. 


Second.—Scholarship to be awarded 


to the county showing the largest per- 
centage increase in new granges. 


Third.—Scholarship to 
go to the 


subordinate grange showing the lar- 
gest percentage increase in member- 
ship and attendance. 


Fourth.- Scholarship to be awarded 


to the boy or girl having the best 
record for scholarship and best attend- 
ance, at grange.

and the enemy In possession of the 
towns of Hageratown and Middletown, 
a few miles west and north of him. 


Just outside his lines was Frederick, 


a place of some importance, and to 
save it from the ravages of war he 
threw a large part of his force in there, 
fighting a sharp action on the 7th. 
Early's mounted raiders were mean- 
while scouring the country to pick up 
stores and cut the roads from 
the 


north. The sodftl of Wallace's guns 
lit Frederick recalled them from their 
forays, and a day was gained for 
Washington by these bold tactics. But 
that was not all. The first appearance 
of Confederates north of the Potomac 
led to a warning dispatch to the army 
at Petersburg, and the Sixth corps of 
three divisions was ordered to the de 
fense of the capital. 
Fortunately the 


first division to embark, General Rlck- 
*tts', sailed direct to Baltimore and 
followed Wallace by rail to the Mo- 
nocacy.

In matters of finance, the grange, 


through wise co-operation in flre in- 
surance, has saved many millions of 
dollars to the farmers. In nearly every 
state the enactment of laws has been 
secured, making it possible for farm- 
ers to organize mutual tire Insurance 
companies. In Indiana the grange se- 
cured the passage of the law of 1877, 
and the amendments thereto in 18S3. 
Under these laws about fifty farmers' 
mutual companies hnve been formed, 
saving in that state alone 54.000,000. 
One eotupasy organized under this law 
has saved more than $100,000 to the 
farmers of St. Joseph county. 


In life insurance, in many states, 


laws have beeu secured and mutual 
companies organized that have beeu 
almost equally successful with fire 
companies. 
Co-operative creameries, 


cheese factories, corn husking and 
shredding companies and live stock 
improvement associations have been a 
means of great profit and saving to the I 
farmers. If co-operative laundries and 
bakeries were established also, our 
overburdened housewives would rise 
up and bless the grange for relief from 
these exacting duties that come to 
every home, especially in this day when 
domestic help la BO hard to get. 


In matters of legislation the grange 


has standing to its credit the eleva- 
tion of the department of agriculture 
at Washington to a position equal to 
other departments of the government, 
with its chief a member of the presi- 
dent's cabinet, thus securing to farm- 
ers a voice in the affairs of the nation. 
This great boon was secured after a 
fight of twelve years.

Chicago, Juue M.—The swift, sure 


current of public opinion, for the sec- 
ond time IB the history of Republican 
conventions, resulted In the selection 
of a national ticket without a dis- 
senting voice. Theodore Roosevelt for 
president and Charles W. Fairbanks 
for vice president received every vote 
In the convention. 


Regardless of the fact that the nom- 


ination of one had been assured for 
months and the other for days the an- 
nouncement of the choice was accom- 
panied by a resounding demonstration 
which attested the candidates' popu- 
larity. The cheering was led by fig- 
ures known through the breath of the 
land and echoed by a mighty throng 
of enthusiastic men and radiant wo- 
men assembled In the Coliseum to wit- 
ness the crowning feature, as well as 
the close of the national convention 
which marks the semi-centennial of 
the Republican party in the United 
States. 


The keynote to tbe campaign of 1001 


was sounded by Elihu Root In his 
speech as temporary chairman. 
His 


address was a review of the accom- 
plishments of the present administra- 
tion and a defense of tbe Republican 
policies In. general. 
When that had 


been delivered and the various work- 
ing committees dispatched to their la- 
bors tbe business of tbe first day's ses- 
sion was complete. 


Elihu Root's Speech 


In accepting the temporary chair- 


manship of the convention Elihu Root, 
former secretary of war, asked for a 
renewed expression of popular con- 
fidence in the Republican party, point- 
Ing to Its past record as an assurance 
of the sincerity of its declarations and 
the fidelity with which it would give 
them effect. 
He declared that 
the 


present administration had taken up the 
trust question In a prnctlcnl, sensible 
way ns a business rather than a political 
question, saying what it really meant, 
nml doing wbnt lay at its hand to be 
done to accomplish effective 
regula- 


tion. 


Touching upou the Philippine ques- 


tion he snid that the last vestige of In- 
surrection has been swept away. With 
their work accomplished, over 55,000 
American troops have been brought 
hnck across the Pacific. Civil govern- 
ment has bi'uii established throughout 
the archipelago. Peace aud order and 
justice prevail. 


The Republican party's part In es- 


tablishing The Hague tribunal was re- 
viewed. In the meantime forces which 
command respect have beeu augmented 
by bringing our navy to n high state of 
efficiency and exorcising both army 
uml navy in the methods of seacoast 
defense. 


Mr. Root thus summed vp the 


achievements since Mr. Cleveland's ad- 
ministration.

A Hrninrkable Schoolroom. 


One of the most remarkable school- 


rooms In the world is surely that of 
La Petite Itoquette, the Paris prison 
for Juvenile offenders. The system of 
this prison is that of solitary confine- 
ment, the whole building being so con- 
structed that each of the detached cells 
Is overlooked by a warder stationed on 
a small observation tower. The school- 
room consists of 200 cells in the form 
of an amphitheater, from each of 
which the teacher, and the teacher 
only, can be seen. Each of the youth- 
ful offenders takes his place in silence, 
tbe first in tbe farthermost cell and tbe 
others In rotation. The closing of one 
of these cell doors opens that of the 
next cell. The voice of the teacher is 
the only sound to be beard In the build- 
Ing. Religious sen-ices are conducted 
In the same way, each of the inmates 
being able to see the officiating clergy- 
man, 
and him alone. 


The Calendar Calculation. 


Caesar's reformed culuudnr made the 


year about eleven minutes too long- 
that is, the solar year began eleven 
minutes earlier each twelvemonth than 
the calendar year. In 1382 Pope Greg- 
ory XIII. found that the solar year 
had gained ten days on the calendar 
year. He corrected this and to keep 
the two years more nearly together or- 
dered tHat thereafter only centurial 
years divisible by 400 should be leap 
years. This calculation is this: By add- 
ing eleven minutes regularly to the 
year, at the end of a century the legal 
calendar has bad one more day than 
the solar calendar. By giving up the 
additional day of leap year. In three 
centurial years the legal calendar has 
at the end of three centuries nearly 
one day less than the solar calendar. 
This difference Is corrected by having 
an eitra day in the fourth centurial 
year. The arrangement Is so nearly 
eiact that the two years differ by only 
one day In 3,323 years.

come, but tbe dynamic assaults of tbe 
quarry-owners, aud all 'he rent to 
whom tbe issue means dollars aud 
ceuts, to beat back. And meanwhile 
Cleveland must continue to gaze at her 
high-board fence aud chew her thumbs 
while waiting for tbe building which 
ought to have bad its superstructure 
started long ago. 


This sort of tbiug is all wrong. Ou 


tbe principle so well euuuciated by 
Secretary Tatt iu tbe controversy over 
tbe proposed ruin of the

ouly virtue lu employing ex perls 
lies iu beiug guided by their judgment 
after you have got It This question, 
like all kindred questions tbat arise iu 
connection with public buildings, is 
architectural,uot mercantile.-The Gov- 
ernment, as Ion.; as it is willing to 
spend its money for the housing of iu 
great offices, should have for iu sole 
concern the production of a suitable 
edlflce,not the marketing of somebody's 
wares. If it Is goiug iuto the business 
of selling building materials for pri- 
vate parties, It bad better get up a ware- 
house, employ au auctioneer or a staff 
of salesmen, aud have done with it. 


Neither have politics anything to do 


with such a matter. To buy votes for 
a candidate or a party with sites aud 
stones aud bricks aud cement, Is essen- 
tially as bad as to buy them In any 
way. Aud to sacrifice the Interests of 
public convenience aud fitness aud 
beauty to tbe Interests of personal or 
neighborhood profit issomething which 
the Federal Government, at least,</ught 
uot to be asked to do. 


Neither ought such local quarrels to 
x carried to tbe President as umpire. 
There is abundant Illness iu calling 
upon him to loose a deadlock where 
.he matter iu controversy is the mak- 
ug or marring of a great work at tbe 
nation's capital; that is a question 
which concerns the whole people and 
'or all time. The practice of running 
o him with every dispute, big and 
ittle, simply because the Federal Gov- 
ernment is interested In It iu some way, 
ought to be discouraged, not voluntary 
y extended. 


All that has been douelu the way of 


mproviug the standards of national art 
n architecture will be wasted unless 
he public building system be taken 
rat of the bauds not only of Congress, 
>ut of Individual congressmen, .after 
he point at which tbe money for the 
undertaking -is voted. 
The building 


patronage is rapidly becoming as seri- 
ous au abuse as the appointment pat- 
ronage became before tbe civil service 
law was passed; aud tbe champions of 
a better order of things will have to get 
together and bring tbe same sort of 
.pressure of public sentiment to tear as 
•was brought twenty years ago, to in- 
duce Congress to tie its own bauds once 
more.—Boston Transcript.

The superstitious sailor* at 


once called the captain of the brig 
who rubbed hi* eyes and looked at 
the barometer. 
A glance showed 


that something wa* wrong with the 
elements, and the brig was put iu 
shape to outride a storm. The storm 
came about twenty minutes after tbe 
birds had reached the vessel. For a 
few minutes the sky was like tbe wa- 
terleas bottom of a lake—a vast arch of 
yellowish mud—and torrents of raiu 
fell. Why it did not blow very hard, 
no one knows; but ou reaching port, 
two days later, the captaiu learned 
that a great tornado had swept across 
that part of tbe sea. The birds left the 
vessel ou the morning after the storm 
and were uot seen again.—-Maryland 
Bulletin.
